There is no room for any such 
apprehension. Those who attempt to set aside 
the new principle must do so at the peril of im- 
mediate war with the United Slates. It i* a mat 
ter on which the Washington Government will 
entertain no question, and the first interference 
with an American vessel would he followed by an 
instant demand for satisfaction. Happily, there 
fore, the bearings of the case are now entirely 
independent of the wishes or decisions of the cow 
tinental powers, whatever dreams may be nour 
ished, of fulfilling to the letter the traditions ot 
the first empire. That of forming a coalition to 
;bat end, and to destroy the commerce of Great 
Britaio, must be eonsidrred, by the progress of 
civilisation, to have beea shorn of nearly all its 
terrors.

Whv CjI. Marshall Declined the Opposition Nomi- 
nation for Congress. 

It b&s already been announced that the Hon. 
Ilun iibrey Marshall is off the track, as we long 
agM predict* ' he would be. We had understood 
that the CoL did Dot like the manner in which 
certain managers contrived to destroy what little 
life repaired in the American party, at the Louis, 
v la Convention, and substitute in its stead an 
ition party, which may be regarded as in 
fever of anything nr nothing, just as tbe fancy ot 
thr -- .ker or the circumstances surrounding 
h'm, str suggest. It is probable that tbe Oppo 
c.tion caccUdate tor Governor may have contnb 
ijtsl tc drive Col. Marshall from the held. It is 
Ww’l known that Mr. Bell repudiates the course 
Col. Marshall pursued, in regard to the admission 

01 lvnueas into the Union as a slave State, and 

that if he i Bell) had been in Congress, he 
would hive voted for the admission of Kansas un- 
der the Lecompton Constitution. This is his po- 
sition in the southern part of Kentucky, at least, 
where that side of the question is very popular. 
His position on this subject is regarded as a fling 
at Messrs. Marshall, Underwood, and Crittenden. 
Mr. Underwood declines the race in his, as Col. 
Marshall has done in this District, and we don’t 
suppose that Mr Crittenden will ask anything 
Just now. Neither of them could co-operate with 
Mr. Bell in thecauvass, and rather than produce 
a schism, they have chosen to step aside. The elec- 
tion of Mr Bell would be a pointed censure of 
those gentlemen. 

But if we are not misinformed, there is another 
Important reason which largely contributed to de- 
termine Col Marshall's course. (It is the proposed 
fusion of the enemies of Democracy under the par- 
ty name of Opposition, to elect a President next 
vear. The National Opposition party will be as 
essentially anti -slavery as is the present (or rath- 
er the late; Bla:k Republican party. Of course 
we do not mean that the few supporters it will 
have m tbe Southern States will all be thorough 
£ lack Republicans. But in the North, the only 
place where it will have any formidable strength, 
it will he unmitigated Black Republican; 
and whether it may choose to make a plat- 
form embracing such principles or not, no man 
nan he its nominee for President, who is not weU 
known to be a sympathizer with its peculiar 
doctrines, and who will not give assurance to the

tion, As the Louisville Journal has already more 
than once hinted ns willingness to support this 
movement, and basin feet manifested considers 
bia anxiety that such a party shall be organized, 
the acceptance of a nomination from the Oppo- 
sition to Kentucky at tbe very time when their 
organ in this District is trying to inaugurate the 
National Opposition party, might be regarded as 
commuting Col. Marshall in favor of what he 
w*nu to be regarded as a party, that in his opin- 
ion ought to rcoeive the support of no national 
statesmen.

The argument which we have just put, is found- 
ed in tbe very nature of our system of govera- 
ment, which was instituted and established by 
co-sovereigu and independent States, for their 
mutual benefit and protection; and not for the in- 
jury or destruction of any of them, nor of their 
institution*. But there are other conclusive reas- 
ons which support the argument with equal force. 
The public domain lias been acquired by the joint 
blood and treasure of tbe people of all the States ! 
Upon the eternal principles of justice, can one 
portion of the States claim and possess the pub- 
lic Territories thus acquired, for their particular 
use — to plant their particular institutions and sys- 
tems of laws upon it, to the exclusion of the 
other ? Certainly not. Therefore, in the case of 
private individuals under the laws of all civilized 
communities which profess to recognize the prin- 
ciples of justice and equity, they must agree to 
o>'cupy jointly and peaceably, or they must partition, 
the property. 

These are plain and simple principles applied j 
to the public domain, and the rights of the States 
in it. But, until recently, they have never had 
the sanction of a judicial interpretation, because 
no question had Amen upon which such an inter- 
pretation could be founded. Such a question has 
at length arisen, and such an interpretation has 
been given. We allude to the recent Dred Scott 
decisioB. In that case the true relations, rights, 
and duties of the States and the General Govern- 
ment with regard to the Territories, have been 
interpre ed and explained In that case the phi 
losophy of tbe problem has been discovered and 
expounded It is, that all the States, under the 
Constitution, hat* equal rights m the public domai , 
of the Union,- and consequently, have a just claim 
to /.rotection in the tnyoyrntnt of those rights. 

Here should be found a panacea for the distrac- 
tions of the public mind upon the subject of 
slaverv in this country. The unquestionable jus- 
tice ot the decision ol the Supreme Court of the 
Republic in the case alluded to, should be re 
ceived and accepted as a satisfactory solution of 
the vexed and troublesome question, it will be 
so received by every just aud patriotic tnau. Bat 
we fear that the fanatics and demagogues will 
continue to agitate. The former will agitate be- 
cause they know no better. We should as soon 
expect reason, justice, and a spirit of conciliation 
from the inmates of Bedlam, as from them. But 
the demagogues will agitate from a baser aud 
meaner motive— for otfice, its emoluments, aud its 
imaginary, but now questionable honors. They 
would sacrifice their country in their mad pur- 
suit of paltry office. They would tread up to tbe 
very verge of revolution and civil war, to secure 
the ascendency of their party, or faction, standing 
on a false position, for the sake of otfice. 

It is lamentable that this love of office should 
thus sport with the high and sacred interests of 
their country — should thus dare the furies of dis- 
cord and destruction. But it is so; acdupou this 
rock our great Republic may b* wrecked. The 
demagogue is th=. traitor to the Republic. And we 
do not confine the demagogues to one party. We 
know that the party opposed to the Democracy is 
full of demagogues, and demagogues, too, who 
recklessly dare the fate of their country. But, 
we have them in the Democratic party, especial 
ly in tbe North. Here, their great fear and anxie- 
ty are, that the party will not succeed, if they dare 
to be true and just to their brethren of tbe South, 
and to their country. They prefer the success of 
party, rather than to be just and do right— rather 
than to stand upon principle and nobly triumph, 
or nobly fall. 

In this great controversy the people of the 
South have a Rtern duty to perform. They have 
justice on their side, but tbe popular masses of 
the North do not understand it. Tbe leaders of 
public opinion at tbe North have been treacher 
©us to their great mission. They have misled 
the people, and tbrr.enfed their fanaticisn, instead 
of cultivating their sense of reason and justice. — 
These treacherous leaders — political leaders, we 
mean— must themselves be reformed. Let the 
South now, firmly and sternly, demand of them 
to teach the truth— both truth and duty — to the 
people of the North. It is the only way to reform 
the public mind of the North, and to save the Re 
public. 

And especially do we appeal to the Democracy 
of the South — to the greet patriotic party to whom 
elone the country can look for salvation und safety. 
We say to our Southern Democratic brethren, — 
plant your standard upon the right. Make no 
more compromises with the errors, the fanaticism, i 
or the demagogism of the North, whether it be of 
the Republican, or Democratic stamp. Demand 
your just rights under the Constitution. Make 
that tbe great principle of your party creed, at 
Charleston, in 1660. Call upon the Democracy of 
tbe North to fight for Truth and Justice, if not for 
victory. We and you mav be defeated in the be- 
ginning of this great battle. What of it? Truth 
will fall to rise again. And in the end, it will be 
victorious. The course which we suggest is this, 
the only course by which the people of tbe South 
can maintain their rights and their honor in the 
Cniou. 

Rack down from this position — say you tolerate 
the demagogism of the North — say you make no 
distinction between the heresies of Douglas and 
your true rights — say that tbe Democracy may 
display one face— an Abolition lace — at the North, 
and another face at the South — say that the De- 
mocracy of the North may continue to win Demo- 
cratic victories upon Abolition grounds, and that 
you will aid them in such hypocrisy— do all this, 
but then, bid adieu to all your pretentions about 
▼our rights under the Constitution. The crisis 
has now come. You, men of the South, must 
now stand to your position, or ingloriously re- 
treat, and be forever disgraced. Never again com-

Bonaparte — Hot. r Ron — Orlea.ns. — The posi- 
tions which these three houses now occupy may 
be thus stated : Louis N npoteon, the reigning head 
of the Bonaparte family, is the leader of the allied 
armies of France and Sardinia, and is in the field 
against Austria. Count de Cbambord, the head of 
the Bourbon branch, has resided in Austria for the 
last twenty years, but now retires to Holland, re- 
fusing to remain under the flag of a nation at war 
with his country, Frarce. The vouog Duke de 
Ohartres. the head ot the Orleanists, joined the 
Sardinian army as soon aswar was declared, and 
proposed to take part in the approaching conflict. 
But his uncles, the Orleans princes, being opposed 
to ibis course of the youog Duke, have recalled 
him to Loudon. The London Daily News savs 
that he was pursuing his studies in a Sardinian 
military school when the war broke out, and noth- 
ing was more natural than that he, a youth under 
twenty yeurs of age, should have participated in 
the enthusiasm of his comrades. The News thus 
continues : 

“ It probably never occurred to him that the 
French Eutperor, who is now virtually the Com- 
mander-in-Chtefof the Sardinian army, would ob- 
ject, for political reasons, to seo a Prince of the 
nouse of Orleans gaining military distinction be- 
fore the eyes of the French regiments. It ia not 
known that the Emperor hay actually made any 
such objections, but the incongruity of the situa 
tion which might have occurred is patent More- 
over, although an exiled prince might gain 
popularity by risking his life iu fighting side by 
side with the French army, it may very well be 
that the Orleans prioces d’u not think it wise, for 
the sake of gratifying youthful ambitioD, to adopt 
the responsibility of the war, and gratuitously to 
exhibit their house as inimical to 'he dynasty of 
Ausiria. The withdrawal of the Due de Chartres 
from Turin is therefore what was to have been 
expected. 

Rouaxtic Matrimonial Developments. — The 
suits against John H. Bates, an Englishman re- 
c- ntly convicted of bigamy at Dedhum, and which 
are brought by three different parties to recover 
tor beard of the first wifi.-, were commenced in the 
second session of the Superior Court yesterday, as 
will be teen by our Court record. The trial yes- 
terday developed some rather romantic incidents 
in relation to Bates’ matrimonial career. The 
woman who claims to be his first and legal wife, 
say 8 she was married to him in 1834, and that she 
was soon after deserted by Mr. B., who married 
another woman, with whom he has lived twenty 
years, and by whom he had fifteen children The 
first wife pursued Batts and secured his con- 
viction as a bigamist; but in the mean time she 
had married ugaiu, and Bates retorted bv having 
her indicted for the same offence. The questiou 
seams to be whether the legal Mrs. Bates has so 
conducted herself since she was deserted, as to en- 
title her to support bv the husband. 1’he main 
features of the defense are to prove that she ha s 
been married to another man, and committed 
adultery. — Boston Traveller. 

Funeral of Eaton Humboldt, 

Berlin, Tuesday, May 10, 9 A. M.— The solemn 
funeral procession ot Alexander von Humboldt 19 
now oo its wav to the Cathedral. All that repre 
sents science, art and intelligence in Berlin joins 
in the precession. Three Uhamberlains in gold 
costume, bearing the orders of the illustrious de- 
ceased, precede the funeral car, which is drawn by 
six horses from the Royal stables. Upon the car 
is a simple uncovered coffin of oak adorned with 
Howers aud laurel. Oo either side of the car are 
students bearing green palm branches. 

A line of carriages of immense length closes the 
procession. _ The Prince Regent and all the Prin- 
ces and Princesses are assembled in the Cathe- 
dral, awaiting the arrival of the great philosopher's 
mortal remains. A mournful aspect overspread s 
the whole town. 

The Benicia Bov and his Cincinnati Lady- 
Love. — OneoftheNew Vork weeklies understands 
that Mr. John Keenan, better known as the “ Be- 
nicia Boy,” is shortly to be married to a beautiful 
youug lady of high position, socially and aristo- 
cratically, having been regarded by the artists of 
Cincinnati with much admiration. The lady is 
very talented, and writes a great deal for various 
periodicals. But her chief claims tod stintion are 
her military honors. She was born in a soldier’s 
barracks, and educated as a “Soldier’s Daughter.” 
This was a decided case, on both sides, of love at 
first sight ; some bloodthirsty brothers, however, 
have sworn to bar the marriage, and the young 
lady is closely watched. 



New Styl* Envelopes. — T he Postmaster-Gene- 
ral has under consideration the propriety of adopt- 
ing in the preparation of stamped envelopes, a 
new style, just coming into use. These envelopes 
are so prepared that black lines on the inside of 
the back of the envelope, and invisible from with- 
out, become patent on the front when the envel’ 
ope is pressed, and serve as ruled lines to guide 
the superscription. The additional expense of 
these envelopes, which are gotten up in superior 
style, is trifling, aud their convenience has 
commended them to the attention of the depart- 
ment. 

%2ST Armstrong, one of the murderers of the 
mail-carrier near Brantford, Canada West, has 
made a full confession. During his lifetime he has 
robbed to the extent of #15,000 in money and jew- 
elry. The largest haul made by him was from the 
purser’s office of the steamer Empire State, when 
lying at the wharf at this city, the sum stolen by 
hjm on this occasion being $2,310. The robbery 
was effected by his dressing himself as a female 
and passing himself off as the wife of the cook of 
the boat. The clothes were furnished him by a 
prostitute in a house of ill-fame at this place, to 
whom he gave $300 for the use of them. 

IST’ Richard Cobden has gone west to look af- 
ter some investments. Those who imagine this 
gentleman to be the same Cobden, who a few years 
ago, was so energetic a parlimentary man, are mis- 
taken ; he has lost the expression ot earnestness 
and the individuality of look which then distin- 
guished him, and subsided into the comfortable, 
well-to do, uniformly respectable look of the mid- 
dled aged Englishman, who “ takes things easy ” 
and enjoys bis dinner . — Boston Transcript. 

1ST Mr. Wise, the aeronaut, has completed his 
arrangements for a boloon journey from St. Louit 
to the Atlantic seaboard. His balloon, the “ Nine' 
taenth Century,” is 68 feet in diameter, and con- 
tains 60,000 feet of gas. Mr. Wise undertakes 



this journey chiefly as an experiment with which 
to satisfy himself of the practicability of his scheme 
I of •ronautiag across the Atlantic Ocean. 



Protection to Slave Properly . 

Gov. Wise, of Virginia, has written a letter con- 
taining his views upon the politic al questions of 
the day, Irom which we make the following ex- 
tract relative to the duty of Congress to protect 
slave property in the Territories : 

THE 1>FTY OF COXORESSIOXAL INTERVENTION FOR PRO- 
TECTION. 

Such are the teachings to me of our past history, 
and I trust that I have now demonstrated that the 
inhabitants or people of a Territory are sovereign 
to form for themselves a Constitution and State 
Government; as I have shown in the first place 
that in their Territorial condition they are within 
the entire control and jurisdiction, or under the 
entire rule and regulation of Congress, subject to 
the Constitution otthe United States, and that the 
citizens of each and all of the States are alike 
equally entitled to protection in all the privileges 
and immunities of persons and of property, com- 
mon to equal confederates. 

And this right and this duty of Protection is 
not to be evaded or avoided either, by the false 
ad captandum clamor that a Code is required to be 
enacted by Congress for the protection of slave 
property. 1 his is but to cast odium upon slavery, 
by creating the impression that a discrimination 
is necessary to distinguish it above what is due to 
other personal and proprietary rights. Un the 
contrary, no such Codeia rtquired to create either 
the right or the duty of protection, and no law is 
necessary to distinguish slave property from any 
other property. Ail persons and all property, 
equally and alike, require only not to be assailed 
and destroyed in, or excluded from the common 
Territories. Every species of rights require laws, 
it is true, suited to their character and to their 
case. Personal property, for example, must have 
a law that it shall not be “ taken aDd carried 
away;” and land, which cannot be “taken aud 
carried away, must have a law that it shall not 
be trespassed upon in some other way; and so, 
with slaves and everything else, they mast have 
provisions according to their kind. But the Con- 
stitution of the United Stales, and the laws of 
Congress heretofore organizing Territories are 
sufficient ; and if amendments of the laws are re- 
quired, it is the dnty of Congress to see that they 
are provided; of the Executive of the United 
States to see that they are ereented, and of the 
Judiciary to decide upon the rights under the laws 
The slave Staes should never preteud to any pe- 
culiar privileges, and do not, so far as I knowT— 
They ask only that their rights shall not be as- 
sailed and invaded, and, if they be assaulted, that 
they may be protected, as other personal and 
proprietary rights are protected; that they may 
have equal, confederate, federal privileges and 
immunities, and they ask for no special or peculiar 1 
Code. The sole question is, what protection does 1 
the Constitution guarantee in the Territories * We 1 
contend that it guarantees all protection required 
to all persons aud all rights recognized within its J 
jurisdiction. What that jurisdiction is in the 
Territories, we have endeavored to demonstrate. ' 

Lastly, the United States, through Congress, \ 
owe protection not only to the people in the Ter- 
ritories, but to the people in the Elates. Interven- ‘ 
tion for protection penetrates arerv where and 
must not be denied anywhere. 

* •»••••• ' 

Thus it is shown that Intervention for Protec- 
tion, by the United Stajes, through Congress, is j 
ail pervading. It penetrates into States, Te'rrito- < 
ries, Districts, and other places throughout the 
l nited States, and is one of the most totally essen- 
tial attributes of our blessed Federal Union. No , 
doctrine could be more repugnant to its benign , 
spirit, nor more destructive of Federal immunities 
and privileges, and none more fatal to State rights 
and the safety of individual persons aud their . 
property, than this new light of “ Non-Interven- 
tion,” to protect all and everything in the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States. It is a question which 
cannot be retired from discussion in Congress, j 
where it rises up every day in every form, and ; 
where it must be met with intelligence, integrity > 
and courage. It canuot be renounced or smoth- ^ 
ered, or the Government must relinquish its do- 
minion over every subject of its jurisdiction. 

And this doctrine of “ non-intervention for pro- j 
tection is ouly equalled in danger aDd destruc- , 
tiveness by that correlative error of some minds in 
these days •• That Congress may not intervene ( 
to protect ; for if it has the power to protect, it has 
the power to destroy.” This is a non seguitur, and 
a weak fallacy and gross delusion. The power aDd 
duty to protect is the power and duty not only not , 
to destroy, but something far greater — it is the 
duty to intervene against invasion and violence. 
The whole American system of government 
throughout is one to protect against destruction. 
Because Congress may and shall provide the writ 
of habeas corpus, trial by jury, freedom of speech 
or of the press, Ac., shall it, ‘therefore, be said to I 
possess the power to withold, deny or destroy 
either or all of these rights* 

But, say some, cut bonof If a majority of Con- 
gress are opposed to the protection of the right, 
what use is there of claiming the mere abstraction 
of the right* I reply that there is great use and 
practical effect in it, too. 

*•*#•*»» 

Positive legislation is more apt to be passed 
against slavery by local than by national laws. In 
auy practical view, then, we are attempting to 
shear a lion instead of a wolf. Non intervention 
is simply absurd aud impossible, and it is worse 
tiiuu impracticable. It openly avows the mon- 
strous doctrine that Congress, the Legislative 
Department, the principal, may renounce iu juris- 
diction, and delegate its powers and duties to an 
agent, a local Territorial Legislature, and if that 
does not exercise thd power or violates the duty 
ot protection, Congress is released from its resoon- 
sibility, and we c»u look to the Judiciary alone. 
But it one Department cf Government may re- 
nounce its jurisdiction and responsibility sc may 
another Department — if Congress may, so mav 
the Judiciary and the Executive. May t ha princi- 
pal powers thus renounce and delegate to agents ? 
i’be answer shows this subterfuge to non-inter- 
vention futile and absurd, and it is a cowardly 
concession not to claim both the duty and the 
power of protection. Whether we claim them or 
not, or whether they be discharged and exercised 
or not, they both exist in our favor in ail the De 
partments of the Federal Government. The moral 
power, rightly wielded, is bound to be dominaut 
in the end over mere numbers. But grant that it 
is to be overcome by brute force, and crushed by 
the weight of numbers, sti 11, if the minority be not 
subjugated, they may appeal to rightful resistance. 

In case they are compelled to do so, it will be best 
for them never to have yielded the claim of right. 
They must put in continued claim for justice and 
equality ; and then, when they have been denied 
both, and been oppressed and insulted beyond 
sufferance, they may appeal with effect to the 
moral sense ol mankind to justify revolution.

Letter irom a South Carolina Member of Clngreas 

Sabine Farr, Wednesday, May 11, IsoO. 

An intelligent correspondent, “Harper, ’ in a 
recent number of your paper, seems anxious to 
know my opinion bn certain points that he al- 
ludes to. 

I utterly repudiate Judge Douglas idea that j 
a Territorial Legislature may discriminate against 
slavery, and nothing could induce me to support 
for the Presidency any one standing on this plat- 
form. 

I consider it as clear as a mathematical prob- 
lem that the South hare a right to be protected with 
their store proptrty in the Territories, and that 
Congress, or their instruments, the Territorial leg- 
islatures, should afford this protection. As a 
question of practical action, I would not at this 
time have originated this issue, but having been 
raised, as a Southern Representative, I shall de- 
mand the fullest measure of our rights. 

In reference to the African slave trade, I cor- 
dially agree with “Harper,” that while the Union 
lasts “it will prove a firebrand to distract and 
divide our people, and divert us Irom the greater 
and more important issue” of safety and inde- 
pendence. 

When I have gathered my fodder I design 
to visit my constituents in their several districts, 
and hope then to be able to give them at length 
my views upon the political complexion of the 
times. 

I may be permitted, however, to sav now, that 
never has the future looked more gloomy to me. 
We are threatened with the greatest possible ca- 
lamity — the domination of au imperious North, 
and the paralysis of a disunited South. We shall 
need all wisdom aod moderation to avert the dis- 
asters that threaten us, and yet how marked is the 
absence of these great qualities on the part of 
many who aspire to direct public opinion at the 
South. 

It is but too probable that a hostile sectional 
party North will soon acquire possession of the 
Government. In that event, the .South should not 
remain a moment longer in the Union. Yet who 
deos not see that thesuccess of that movement f or 
independence depends upon the opinions of the peo- 
ple of the South as to how far the success of the 
sectionalized North was owing to the impolicy of 
the South* But how little deference do many of 
the best friends of Southern independence pay to 
this truth? 

In conclusion, I fear the North sectionalized will 
soon tale possession of the Government. Then I go 
for Southera independence at all hazards, bv a 
siogle State leading off if necessary. To make this 
movement successful, the South should be made 
as much as possible one in sentiment. To accom- 
plish this, in my opinion, the three great requis- 
ites of Southern Statesmanship are— moderation, 
moderation, moderation.

Protection to Slavery ta the Temtorit* 

The Eagle, which repudiates emphatically the 
position that Bell and his tile leaders have talked 
on the subject of slavery in the Territories, attrib- 
utes sentiments to Mr. Magoffin which nothing 
that gentleman has uttered justifies, and then says I 
that if Democrats who hold different opinions 
on this subject don’t support Bell and repudiate 
Magoffin, it will be evidence that they have no re- 
gard lor principle. Now we franklv admit, that 
if Mr. Magoffin was opposed to Congressional 
protection to— not interference with — slave prop- 
erty in the Territories, under any and all circum 
stances, we would not support him for Governor. 
Mr. Magoffin is opposed to interference w.th such 
property or any other property by Congress, and 
rightly so; but he believes that body has the power 
to protect it, and when a necessity arises, that 
such protection should be given by positive 
legislation. Our neighbor, however, With an ob- 
tuseness not at all surprising, can see no differ- 
ence between interference and protection, and con- 
sequently uses the term non interference as sy- 
nonymous with non-protection We deny the 



power of Congress to interfere with slavery in the 
Territories; we endorse the Democratic platform 
which commits that party to “non-ioterlereoce— 



not non-proteetton— bv Congress with domestio 
slavery in State and territory, or in the District 
of Columbia;” but we also, and in perfect consis- 
tency with that platform, believe it is the bonnden 
duty of Congress to prevent interference by its 
ageot, the Territorial Government, with slavery, 
by such legislative enactments as may be neces- 
sary to that end That our neighbor is honest, no 
one will doubt who knows him, but those who do 
not enjoy this pleasure may be excused when they 
refuse to believe thee an intelligent man, a public 
instructor, is unable to see a difference between 
words which are as far apart in their definition as 
interf srs and protect, words which any child of ten 
years in the Elate can define, and whieh no one 
not wilfully blind or steeped in ignorance will 
assert are symnymous. Yet our neighbor argues 
that we are estopped from asking Congress to 
protect slavery in the Territories because we are 
opposed to its interfering with that species of 
oropertv there; and affects to believe that because 
Rand, Scott and Taylor, who made speeches at 
our convention last week believed Con gross should 
protect slavery when necessary in the Territories, 
they ceuld not consistently support resolutions 
for which they voted, and which asserted in terms 
the !»!ti« doctrine. No reply is necessary to edi- 
torials based upon such a foundation. Theis is 
not, we are sure, a single reader of th® Eagle in 
this State who is not ashamed of a cause which 
requires such a defense, and who does not regret 
that it has exposed its own ignorance, or the utter 
desperation of its partv, by the cours- it has pur- 
sued. 

But the point to which we de3ire to call atten- 
tion is this The Eagle asserts that if Democrats 
who think Congress ought when necessary topeo- 
tect Slavery in the Territories, vote for a candi- 
date who thinks differently, they will show that 
there are no principles which they will not aban- 
don for the «ake of party. As far as this applies 
to Democrats it is pointless, for Magoffin, the 
Ligle to the contrary notwithstanding, agrees with 
them Butit seems to us that our neighbor cannot 
well get rid of the rebound. He admits there is a 
principle involved in the question admits that 
be does not agree with his candidate in the posi- 
tion he has taken, sad applying his language to 
himself, his support of Mr. Beil under such cir 
cumstaaces proves “that there is no principle 
that ' an Oppositionist "won’t abandon for the 
sake of party.”
